AMMAN. (J.T.) — Egyptian off- 
icials have denied that there had 
been any change in Egypt's for- 
eign policy toward Israel, acc- 
ording to a report m theNew York 
Times on Thursday: A senior 
Egyptian official, in a telephone 
interview, said any. significant 
improvement in relations with Isr- 
ael depended on Israel's sub- 
mission of the dispute over Taba 
to international arbitration, die 
newspaper said m a dispatch from 
Amman. The official expressed 
surprise at Israeli Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres’s assertion that, he 
had received message from Egy- 
ptian President Hosni Mubarak 
indicating that Egypt had decided 
to lift restrictions on trade and 
tourism. Mr. Peres was quoted as 
having told a parliamentary com- 
mittee, (hiring a closed meeting on 
Wednesday, that President Mub- 
arak had sent several messages 
saykig he had ordered restrictions 
on trade and tourism relaxed.

Arab summit reportedly postponed 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Royal Court Chief Mar- 
wan A1 Qasem returned to Amman Friday 
from Rabat after delivering a message from 
His Majesty King Hussein to King Hassan H 
of Morocco on current Arab issues and bil- 
ateral relations. 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. 
Senate on Thursday approved an 
ami-hijack measure requiring 
US. Secretary of Transportation 
Elizabeth Dole to deny foreign 
airlines US. landing rights unless 
Ihey have adequate security at 
their home airports. U.S. airlines 
would also be barred from flying 
to countries with inadequate air- 
port security. The bill, which was 
passed by 96 to 0, asked for a sur- 
vey of all international airports 
and notification to the public if 
security at any of them threatened 
the safety of travellers. 


In a statement to the Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra,' Mr. -'Jasem 
expressed hope that Arab leaders 
would exert efforts to convene an 
extraordinary summit and make a 
success of die conference, pro- 
posed by King Hassan to discuss 
tire Palestinian problem. 

The Arab Nation is in dire need 
for such a conference to preserve 
its interests and existence in the 
face of tite regional and int- 
ernational dangers, Mr. ‘Jasem 
told Petra. He said he conveyed to 
King Hassan Jordan’s firm sup- 
port for such a summit and found 
Jordanian and Moroccan views 
identical on the issue. 

On Thursday. Arab diplomats 
quoted by Reuter in a dispatch 
from Rabat said King Hassan had 
dropped the idea of convening the ' 
proposed summit now. 

The decision not to hold the 
meeting now was taken by King 


Hassan after consulting with Arab 
League Secretary-General Chadli 
Klibi on Wednesday, they said. 

They said King Hassan made 
the decision due to continuing 
Arab differencesJm the usefulness 
of such a su mmi t at this stage. 

Official confirmation of the pos- 
tponement is expected this wee- 
kend, sources dlose to the Mor- 
occan government told Reuter. 

King Hassan. who chaired tire 
last Arab summit in 1982, pro- 
posed last month that a new spe- 
cial summit be held in Casablanca 
following attacks by Shfite mil- 
itias on Palestinian refugee camps 
in Lebanon. 

Moroccan officials said he wan- 
ted to reach some agreement on 
the Palestinian issue, which is at 
the heart erf the Middle East con- 
flict, before a U 5. -Soviet summit 
later this year.

SIDON, Lebanon (Agencies) — 
Four Palestinians were found shot 
in tiie head in a car abandoned 
near the Midi Mieh Palestinian 
refugee camp here Friday, sec- 
urity sources said. 

The sources, quoted by Reuter, 
identified one as a worker for the 
Red Crescent and two others as 
members of Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (FLO) Chairman 
Yasser Arafat’s Fateh commando 
group. 

Their bodies, hands and legs 
tied with cords, were placed in the 
trunk and back seat of an orange 
Opel car which police found aba- 
ndoned at tire entrance of die 
Midi Mieh camp- The whe- 
reabouts of tiie driver was not 
immediately known. 

Police said the Palestinians had 
apparently been tortured and bea-

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Ten 
militiamen from the Israeli- 
backed South Lebanon Army 
(SLA) have defected to the Shfite 
Muslim Amal militia, Israeli mil- 
itary sources said Friday. 

The militiamen, all Shfites, 
took their weapons and personal 
effects and abandoned their pos- 
ition near the village of Taibe at 
the northern edge of Israel's self- 
styled “security zone” in South 
Lebanon said the sources, who 
spoke to tiie AP and Reuter on 
condition they would not be

Thc spokesman for the United 
Nations I nterim Forces in Leb- 
anon (UNIFIL) confirmed that 
the militiamen left their position 
and drove out of the “security , 
zone" Thursday night. 

The predominantly Christian j 
militia has had trouble keeping 
Shfites, who form the largest sect 
in South Lebanon. 

Contacted. by telephone at 
UNIFIL headquarters in the 
South Lebanon village of Naq- i 
oura, spokesman Timur Goksel 
sai d that 10 militiamen arrived at a 
UNIFIL position at 8 p.m. (1700 
GMT) Thursday. 

The men were carrying their 
weapons and driving a Mercedes 
and an Israeli-supplied armoured 
half-track, said Goksel. 

The militiamen told the UN. 
peacekeepers manning the bridge 
shouted “Amal, Amal,” and 
drove off in tiie direction of tiie 
town of Nabatiyeh, which is out- 
side the “security zone,” Goksel 
said..

The latest inddeat raised fears 
that fighting might break out in 
Sidon between • Arafat loyalists 
and fighters, who support PLO 
rebel leader Saeed Musa (Abu 
Musa). There was also concern 
that h could lead to battles bet- 
ween Palestinians and Lebanese 
militias. 

But immediately after the bod- 
ies were found, the various Pal- 
estinian factions held a meeting in 
the Ein A1 Hilweh camp and den- 
ounced the killing saying “It aims 
at fuelling tension and to push the 


sides to retaliate.” 

They called for unity among 
Palestinians and agreed to launch 
an investigation into the incident 
and punish the killers. PLO off- 
icial Anwar Abu Sharaf denied 
die killed men were collaborators 
and said they were anti-Israelis 
and honest men. 

TheShrUeMuslimAmal militia 
in Beirut, said it was an “Israeli 
method aimed at exploding tiie 
situation m the south.” Sidon’s 
Member of Parliament Nazih 
Bizri also blamed Israel. 

Tension in Sid on has mounted 
recently, with civic and militia lea- 
ders accusing Arafat supporters of 
smuggling arms into Mieh Midi 
and Ain A1 Hilweh in an effort to 
build a new power base in South 
Lebanon. 


Arafat arrives in 
Baghdad for talks 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat 
arrived in Iraq Friday for a short 
visit, the Iraqi news agency rep- 
orted. 

It said he would discuss “issues 
related to the Palestinian cause 
and current Arab developments" 
with Iraqi officials, but gave no 
details. 

Mr. Arafat arrived here from 
Sana'a, North Yemen, where he 
had talks with North Yamepi Pre- 
sident Ali Abdullah Saleh on 
mutual relations, current Arab 
developments and the Palestinian 
situation, Sana’a Radio said. 

Mr. Arafat arrived in Sana’a 
Thursday from Saudi Arabia, 
where he had talks with King Fahd 
and his top aides. 

In an interview with the 
Jeddah -based Arab News, Mr. _ 
Arafat said the PLO was again 
placing people and weapons back 
into southern Lebanon. 

“We have the right after Sabra 
and Shatila and other genocides to 
help our people protect the- 
mselves, and to help tiie Lebanese 
people protect themselves. So itis 
our duty and right,” Mr. Arafat 
said. 

He was referring mainly to the 
1 982 massacre of Palestinian ref- 
ugees at the Beirut camps of Sabra 
and Shatila. The massacre, corn- 
mined by Israeli-backed Leb- 
anese militiamen, took place sho- 
rtly after the Israeli invaders bad 
forced the HU to leave Beirut. 

Mr. Arafat also told Arab News 
that the Israeli invasion of Leb- 


anon, after three years, has “com- 
pletely failed to demolish the 
PLO. We are there, and nobody 
can demolish us.” 

In an earlier interview with the 
Egyptian A1 Ah ram newspaper, 
Mr. Arafat accused Israel, the 
United States and Syria of wor- 
king together to split Lebanon 
into sectarian cantons. 

In the interview with the editor 
of the semi-official Egyptian dally, 
he also predicted a Syrian- 
inspired attack on Palestinian ref- 
ugee camps in the southern Leb- 
anese port city of Sidon. 

“The plan to partition Lebanon 
into sectarian cantons is an 

American -Israeli design in col- 
lusion with Syria, but to achieve 
this the Palestinian presence must 
be eliminated,” Mr. Arafat told 
editor Ibrahim Nafdi. 

Following fighting in Beirut 
Palestinian camps in May and 
June, “the next battle will be aga- 
inst the refugee camps in Sidon. 
This is what Syrian officials “said 
during their meetings with Leb- 
anese officials,” he said. 

On the Gulf war, Mr. Arafat 
said the only way to stop the con- 
flict was to deploy forces from 
Muslim countries along the Iran- 
Iraq border with or without the 
approval of Baghdad and Tehran. 

Mr. Arafat said a minimum 
level of coordination must be ach- 
ieved among Arab states before 
November’s meeting between 
President Reagan and Soviet lea- 
der. Milch ail Gorbachev because 
they would discuss the Middle 
East. 
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sultations were continuing over

Mr. Klibi said “We are con- 
tinuing consultations with a view 
to guaranteeing complete success 
for this important and historic 
summit,” the Moroccan news 
agency MAP reported. 

Diplomatic analysis said his 
remarks appeared to indicate the 
summit now could be held som- 
etime after July 28, the date he 
originally proposed, as further 
consultations would make it imp- 
ossible to complete arrangements 
in the two days left before that 
date. 

Officials in Rabat have given no 
indication of an alternative date 
but there were unconfirmed rep- 
orts that it might be postponed 
until the autumn . 

King Hassan’s meeting with Mr. 
Klibi was attended by six senior 
Moroccan officials who had acted 
as the king's envoys to other Arab 
heads of state. 

In the weeks following King 
Hassan’s original call for a special 
meeting a majority of the Arab 
League’s 21 member states came 
out in favour of holding the sum- 
mit, but Algeria, Lebanon, Libya, 
Syria and Sou til Yemen expressed 
reservations.

Soviet envoy to arrive Sunday 

AMMAN (J.T.) — A Soviet envoy who was expected to arrive in 
Jordan last Tuesday to discuss with Jordanian officials the sit- 
uation in the Middle Eosl and bilateral issues will now arrive on 
Sunday. Soviet embassy officials said Friday. The envoy, Vladimir 
Goudev, was supposed to arrive here last Tuesday but his arrival 
was delayed due to technical reasons, the officials said without 
elaboration. Mr. Goudev is the deputy director of ihe Near East 
Department at the Foreign Ministry. During his visit here, the 
envoy is expected to discuss with Foreign Ministry officials the 
agenda for the next meeting of the U.N. General Assenihly, 
scheduled for September in New York, as well as political dev- 
elopments in the Middle East and relations between Jordan and 
the Soviet Union, the officials toid the Jordan Times. 
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U.S. Still 
reviewing 
list of 
Palestinian 
delegates 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The United 
States is siiil reviewing a proposed 
list of names for a joint 
Jardanian-Palestinian delegation 
to meet with American officials as 
pan of efforts tor Middle East 
peace, a State Department spo- 
kesman said Thursday. 

Replying to reporters' que- 
stions about press reports (hut Isr- 
aeli Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
had said that two names on the list 
were acceptable to Israel, spo- 
kesman Charles Redman said “we 
arc still studying the list and no 
decision has been made.” and the 
administration still hud the entire 
decision under review. 

A report in the Los Angeles 
Times on Thursday quoted Ass- 
istant Secretary of State Richard 
Murphy as saying that the adm- 
inistration could negotiate with 
some of the seven people included 
in the list. “1 think that some of the 
names will be acceptable.” Mr. 
Murphy was quoted as telling the 
House of Representatives Foreign 
Affairs Subcommittee. 

According to a transcript pro- 
vided by the United Slates Inf- 
ormation Agency (USIA), of Mr. 
Murphy's answers to the house 
subcommittee's questions, the ass- 
istant secretary, who is expected 
to lead the U.S. team to the pla- 
nned meeting in Amman this 
summer, defended the adm- 
inistration's efforts to get Middle 
East peace talks started. 

Mr. Murphy said there had been 
a “sea of change” in the Arab att- 
itude towards Israel in Ihe past few 
years, and that, in any case, the 
timing for "a big push” to renew 
the peace process was not “an exc- 
lusive American calendar.” 

■ Mr. Murphy told the sub- 
committee that “some” of the 
seven names of Palestinians being 
considered for the Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation were acc- 
eptable to Washington. He did not 
indicate which, but noted that Mr. 
Peres had reversed his initial opp- 
osition to the list and accepted the 
two West Bank residents on it. 
Hanna Siniora and Fayez Abu 
Rah me. 

Mr. Murphy said no decision 
had been made on when he would 
travel to Amman for the planned 
meeting. Israel is still strongly 
opposed to the meeting because it 
fears the outcome may be the start 
of a dialogue between the United 
States and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). 

The U.S. does not regard all 
members of the Palestine National 
Coundl (PNC) as members of the 
PLO and does not believe U.S. 
meetings with PNC members will 
shake the Israeli coalition gov- 
ernment, Mr. Murphy said. 

The United States does not 
equate the two, Mr. Murphy told 
the subcommittee. 

He acknowledged the Israeli 
position is that the two org- 
anisations are part-and-parcel to 
each other, but asserted the U.S. 
view that “there is a general, 
common sense distinction” bet- 
ween the groups. Otherwise, he 
said. “I couldn’t talk to any Pal- 
estinian.” 

To illustrate the point. Mr. 
Murphy told the subcommittee 
that VS. visa regulations require 
PLO members to get special wai- 
vers in order to enter the United 
States. PNC members need no 
waiver. 

Bui he asserted that the dif- 
ference between U.S. and Israeli 
policy on the matter would not 
weaken the Labour-Likud gov- 
ernment of Mr. Peres. That gov- 
ernment “b nottenuous'\he said. 
“It is successfully under control." 

Mr. Muiphy said he wants to 
meet with a Palestinian del- 
egation, but he emphasised. “ihat 
has not been finally decided and 
will not be until we are satisfied 
with the arrangements for such a 
meeting — with the list of par- 
ticipants in such a meeting. We are 
in the middle of studying that list 
and discussing arrangements." 

He said that the meeting would 
have to be regarded as preliminary 
to direct negotiations between 
Israel and a Jordanian -Palestinian 
delegation. "We are in a pre- 
negotiating phase ” he said. 


NAIROBI (R) — The United 
Nations women's conference was 
locked in wrangles over con- 
tentious sections of its final report 
Friday and it appeared likely that 
Israel and the United States might 
walk out on the meeting's final 
day. 

“It is just a question of time 
now. There is little doubt a walk- 
out will take place,” one Western 
delegate told Reuters. 

Hie item in question was a par- 
agraph linking Zionism with rac- 
ism, apartheid, exploitation, pol- 
icies of force “and all forms and 
manifestations of foreign occ- 
upation; •’ domination- r and heg- 
emony” as obstacles to the adv- 
ancement of women. 

The item, paragraph 95, also 
condemns the arms race, with spe- 
cial reference to the development 
of arms in space. If it is approved 
with tiie reference to Zionism int- 
act, delegates expected the United 
States and Israel to quit the con- 


ference. 

Several Arab countries have 
indicated that they will not wit- 
hdraw the condemnation of Zio- 
nism, and delegates were con- 
fident the paragraph will gp thr- 
ough unchanged. 

Most paragraphs of the final 
report have been approved by 
consensus. The first to be passed 
by a vote was debated for two 
hours Friday afternoon before the 
Third World countries used their 
combined weight to push it thr- 
ough. 

That paragraph condemns 
embargoes and blockades by dev- 
eloped-countries against Third 
World states. No country was 
named, but delegates said it ref- 
erred to U.S. trade embargoes. 

Most Western delegations have 
sought to keep international pol- 
itical issues out of the final report 
of the conference, called to mark 
the end of the U.N. women’s dec- 
ade launched in 1975. 


Obeid: Iraqi-Egyptian cement

Thatcher 
rejects sanctions 
on S. Africa 

WASHINGTON (R) — British 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher rejected economic sanctions 
against South Africa Friday and 
said it was nonsense to call Pre- 
sident Reagan a “lame duck”. 

“I am against sanctions on 
South Africa. They will not 
work,” she said in a television int- 
erview. 

“They will hit out at -the black 
population as well as at the 
white," she added. 

She was commenting on a 
French decision to hall all new 
investment in South Africa.. 

Asked if Mr. Reagan were seen 
in Europe as a “lame duck” — a 
description of politicians who lose 
political influence because they 
are not seeking reflection — Mis, 
Thatcher replied: “That’s non- 
sense" 

Mrs. Thatcher, in Washington 
to attend a meeting of the Int- 
ernational Democratic Union of 
Conservative Political Parties, 
rejected the use of military force 
against what she called terrorists 
in Lebanon.

• AMMAN (J.T.) — The Mmjstzy. -of Supply Thursday floated a 
tender for the supply of 5,OOOtonnes of beef to meet foe shortage 
in beef siqrplies and to increase foe quantities of beef distributed 


The council amended the com- 
pany’s objectives so that A MPCO 
is now responsible for: The org- 
anisation of marketing, solving 
marketing bottlenecks, sub- 
sidising prices of agricultural pro- 
ducts by purchasing certain pro- 
duce at higher than market prices, 
pre-contracting farmers for spe- 
cific products, organising dom- 
estic marketing and opening new 
export markets through com- 
mercial agreements readied with 
other countries. 

The oouncfl deckled that foe 
government will pay the rem- 
ainder of foe company’s capital 
which has not been covered and 
will contact shareholders for foe 
purpose of buying their shares. It 
was also agreed that shareholding 
government institutions must pay 
foeir due instalments within two 
months. The council will also req- 
uest foe company's managing 
committee to speed up foe com- 
pletion of feasibility studies on 
marketing and processing and will 
form a committee to study dom- 
estic and foreign marketing opp- 
ortunities. 

The council took a decision ent- 
rusting AMPCO with purchasing 
tomatoes grown in foe highland 
areas for processing purposes at 
JD 55 per tonne. Upon Mmis try of 
Agriculture instructions, the pur- 
chase of these tomatoes will be 
confined to formers who followed 
foe minis tty’s agricultural patterns 
plan. 

Leasing state-owned land, ado- 
pting a national polity for imp- 
orting and exporting agricultural 
products and carrying out a survey 
on sofl were among several imp- 
ortant decisions taken by foe cou- 
ncil whidi opened its meetings 
Thursday. 

V The council's session, which las- 
ted 10 hours, was devoted to dis-

The working paper was pre- 
sented by Agriculture Minister 
Ahmad Dakhqan and was dis- 
cussed in detail by the council.

Council statement 

At the end of foe session the 
council issued the following sta- 
tement: 

The council has decided to set up a 
special committee, chaired by the 
agriculture minister, to draw up a 
plan for conducting a soil survey in 
Jordan and to define foe purposes 
for using different types of land 
and to provide a time-table for the 
implementation of this task. The 
committee should present a full 
report to foe oounal on this mis- 
sion in a month's time. 

In order to deal with foe problem 
of divisions of agricultural lands 
into small units, foe cabinet will 
have the right to name any land as 
agricultural land undergroing' 
development if it was found that 
the division of that land into sma- 
ller units had led to individual 
owners neglecting it. In that case, 
land owners will be asked to form 
a cooperative society for investing 
in their lands or they can set up a 
company, owned by the farmers of 
these lands, or can lease the land 
to any registered company which 
plans to exploit the land. The cab- 
inet will have the right to fix foe 
annual fee for a lease on that land 
and will also offer the companies 
or cooperative societies whidi cul- 
tivate foe land certain incentives:- 
a) They will be granted ali exe- 
mptions provided for in an exi- 
sting law on encouraging inv- 
estments.

The council has decided to lease 
state-owned land lying in the eas- 
tern regions of foe country in ret- 
urn for a nominal fee and for per- 
iods deemed necessary for imp- 
lementing agricultural projects, 
provided that these lands will be 
used for growing cereals or to 
serve as pastures or for raising liv- 
estock. For this purpose, the cou- 
ncil has seL up a committee to be 
charged with handling agricultural 
mvestments. The oommittee will 
Comprise representatives of the 
Ministries of Agriculture. Ind- 
ustry and Trade, Finance, Mun- 
icipal and Rural Affairs, foe Land 
and Survey Department, and the 
Warer Authority of Jordan. 

The council decided not to com- 
mission any land located in the 
southern or eastern regions to anv 
corporation except for those lands 
around bafouin settlements. 

The council has decided to request 
the Ministry of Information to 
advertise the state-owned land 
which can be exploited through 
leasing and the applications sho- 
uld be forwarded to a special tec- 
hnical committee for con- 
sideration. These applications wfll 
then be referred to the financial 
and economic committees for 
approval before cabinet end- 
orsement. 

The council decided to request the 
Ministty of Municipal and Rural 
Affairs and the Environment to 
issue an order for halting any exp- 
ansion of municipal and village 
borders at the expense of agr- 
icultural land for a two- 
year-period to allow time for the 
same ministry to reconsider this 
issue. 

The council decided to go ahead 
with {flans for reducing fees for the 
registration of land that will be 
annexed, joined to other pieces or 
in foe process of settling dif- 
ferences among neighbours and 
companies.

meeting and foil any gathering by Arab heads of state to look into 
means of bolstering .pint Arab action.

Editors shrug off Thatcher’s call for news curbs

LONDON — A call by Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatshec for a 
voluntary code of conduct res- 
tricting press coverage of hij- 
ackings has received a cool res- 
ponse from editors in Britain and 
the United State;. 

She made the proposal in a spe- 
ech last week to the annual con- 
vention of the American Bar Ass- 
ociation (ABA) in London. 

The idea was taken up by U.S. 
Attorney-General Edwin Meese 
in tiie same forum and by the law- 
yers themselves who offered to 
heh> draw up a code. 

Editors and news executives on 
both sides of the Atlantic are dis- 
turbed by a proposal that bould 
imply government restraint or 
manipulation of the news. 

They point to difficulties, pos- 
sibly unforeseen by politicians, in 
operating a voluntary code in the 
West’s competitve news markets. 

Editors already exercise limited 
self-censorship in certain stories, 
particularly kidnappings, where 
lives are at stake. 

London’s Daily Mirror said: “If 
the press and TV decide not to 
give publicity to terrorists, their 
silence must not be used by gov- 
ernments to dodge their own res- 
ponsibilities.” 

Mrs. Thatcher’s call came a 


month after the hijacking of a 
Trans World Airlines (TWA) 
plane to Beirut, during which U.S. 
television networks were accused 
of providing a platform for ter- 
rorism. ^ ► | 

The plane was seized by- 
anese Shfite gunmen between 
Adieus and Rome cm June 14 with 
150 people on hoard. The hij- 
ackers, demanding die release of 
detainees held by Israel, shot dead 
an American on board and held 39 
others hostage in Beirut for 17 
days. 

Television showed hostages 
answering questions under duress 
about their treatment and gave air 
time to their captors to express 
their views. 

Former U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger found it huxn- 
Qiating “to have American cit- 
izens trotted out one by oae, put 
on television, being forced to say 
they’re being treated weir. 

Mrs. Thatcher spoke of starving 
the terrorist of the oxygen of pub- 
licity. “Ougfat we not to ask the 
media to agree among themselves 
a voluntary code undo: which they 
would not say or show anything 
which could assist the tenortets' 
morale or their cause while the 
hijack lasted?” she asked. 

Editors disagree, arguing that 
their function Is to inform the pub- 
lic, not to cooperate with the gov- 
ern men tin the pursuit of its goals, 


however worthy these might be. 

According to David Cbipp, 
editor-in-chief of the Press Ass- 
ociation, Britain’s domestic news 
agency: “We are not there to fur- 
ther the cause of justice. That is 
for the police^*'"' 

He saw-practical problems in 
-Operating a voluntary news curb 
* during a hijacking. “You can’t 
keep a hijacking secret and if you 
by you get rumours, which are 
worse than news coverage,” he 
said. “Rules and undertakings 
wouldn’t work.” 

U.S. News chiefs said that, pra- 
ctical problems aside, formal res- 
traints could run up against (he 
first amendment to tire U.S. con- 
stitution which bars any legislative 
restriction on the freedom of the 
press. » 

Timothy Russert, vice president 
of NBC news, said: “Any attempt 
by the government to promulgate 
principles or plans by which the 
United States should cover hos- 
tage crises obviously raises the 
gravest First Amendment con- 
cerns and, in terms of the net- 
works, anti-trust concerns.” 
Attorney-General Meese ack- 
nowledged the problem, saying: 
“I do not think that there is any 
legislative approach that would be 
effective,” but added: “Perhaps 
some principles reduced to writing 
mi gh t be helpful.” 

Frank Rogers, chairman of the 


International Press Institute (IPI), 
said in London: “There is no 
doubt at all that on certain occ- 
asions, particularly kidnappings, 
restraint by the media has helped 
the recovery, of the victim.” 

He added: “What is difficult to 
estimate is whether you could lay 
down rales that would not have 
undesirable consequences, unf- 
oreseen by politicians. To move to 
a generalisation that no hijacking 
should be reported is very dan- 
gerous indeed.” 

The IPI. grouping 2,000 editors 
and publishers to monitor curbs 
on press freedom worldwide, has 
called an urgent internal meeting 
as a result of Mis. Thatcher’s spe- 
ech to the ABA. 

Mrs. Thatcher made her pro- 
posal after die TWA hijacking but 
her interest in voluntary restraints 
preceded it. She has put si milar 
ideas to her colleagues m the Eur- 
opean Community and con- 
fidential talks on the subject have 
been going on for some months 
between the home office and bro- 
adcasting executives. 

Media sources say her press sec- 
retary, Bernard Ingham, has made 
similar approaches to news exe- 
cutives and has met a generally 
negative response. 

Britain has confidential police 
guidelines listing die type of inf- 
ormation which, if broadcast dur- 
ing such an incident, could place 


life at risk or prejudice a police 
operation. 

These include information on 
deployment of police forces, spe- 
culation about military inv- 
olvement or negotiating tactics 
and descriptions of buildings hou- 
sing the gunmen 

Such restraints apply to dom- 
estic events whereas Mrs. Tha- 
tchers latest proposal appeared to 
extend to coverage of incidents 
abroad, which up to now has been 
at the discretion of editors. 

Walter Mears, vice-president 
and executive editor of the Ass- 
ociated Press, said that during the 
.TWA hijacking his and other VS. 
news organisations exercised res- 
traint in several instances, par- 
ticularly in reporting the bac- 
kground of military men on the 
plane. 

The NBC and ABC networks 
reported the sending of U.S. 
commando strike force to Cyprus, 
earning a State Department reb- 
uke that they were helping ter- 
rorism, but other organisations 
voluntarily suppressed the news. 

In 1977, Reuters reported that 
a plane carrying West German 
commandos had flown to Mog- 
adishu where guerrillas were hol- 
ding hostages aboard a hijacked 
West German plane. 

The report sparked a con- 
troversy in the British press but a 
Reuter spokesman told the news 


industry’s trade magazine U.K. 
Press Gazette; “We would not 
wish to keep the news from the 
subscribers... we believe that in all 
cases editors must decide what to 
print and what not to print-” 

Western governments have m 
the past generally supported 
media opposition in press res- 
trictions. 

They opposed attempts in foe 
U.N- Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organisation (UNE- 
SCO) to impose a new world inf- 
ormation oider, under which jou- 
rnalists would be registered and 
news put at the service of the dev- 
elopment of the states where it 
was gathered. 

The call from Mrs. Thatcher, 
who often shares the views of the 
Reagan administration, appears 
to show Western govern meats 
now see a need for restrictions to 
combat terrorist threats they the- 
mselves face. 

During the controversy over 
coverage of the TWA hijacking, 
CRS presenter Dan Rather told 
viewers: “Journalism is not a pre- 
cise science. This is a crude art 
even on its best days. With it all, 
ril take the free press to the con- 
trolled media, which some of the 
self-serving political types in this 
country seem to really prefer. It’s 
a totalitarian system where they 
say ’‘we’ll toll you what to say and 
when to say it*.*' 



Portugal’s presidency race is warming Kip

LISBON — Prime Munster Mario 
Soares takes a derisive step tow- 
ards candidhcy for the Portuguese 
presidency today (Saturday), 
when a mass meeting of his Soc- 
ialist Party m Lisbon’s Sports Pav- 
ilion is due to urge him to stand. 

Also today, Maria de Lourdes 
Pmtasflgo, 55, who served briefly 
as Portugal's first woman prime 
minister in 1979, is doe to ann- 
ounce her formal entry into the 
oontest next January as an ind- 
ependent before supporters in a 
luxury hotel not for away. 

Former Christian Democratic 
leader Diogo Freitas do AmaraL 
44, semi as another main con- 
tender to succeed President Ant- 
onio Ramalho Eanes. who cannot 
stand again after two five-year 
terms, has already declared him- 
self an independent candidate. 

Although Mr. Soares, 60, is not 
expected to announce his formal 
decision until after general ele- 
ctions set for Oct. 6, nobody really 
doubts that he will be seeking the 
presidency after serving three 
times as prime minister since the 
1974 revolution. 

A major campaign is already 
under way to present Mr. Soares, 
internationally Portugal's best- 
known politician, as a national 
rather than merely a party can- 
didate. 

Last week, a group of 700 lea-, 
ding personalities — including 


Gomes Mota. president of the nat- 
ional airline Tap-Air Portugal, 
former Prime Minister Alfredo 
Nobre da Costa and athletics star 
Carlos Lopes — called on Mr. 
Soares to ran al a well-publicised 
ceremony in a Lisbon boteL 

Many of the same personalities 
were amryig the backers of out- 
going president ea ne s. an army 
genera] prominent in the rev- 
olutionary period, for reelection 
n 1980. 

A beaming Soares declined a 
conclusive reply until after the 
formal approval and support of his 
party for such a move. He also 
stressed _ bis duties as caretaker 
prinv. minister du rin g the difficult 
nm-up period to October’s par- 
liamentry elections. 

Bat Mr. Soares acknowledged 
that the appeal could be seen as a 
first step towards his candidacy, 
and that neither his beliefs nor hits 
party links — he is Socialist 
secretary-general — prevented 
hhn from running as an ind- 
ependent national candidate. 

The parliamentary elections 
were called when Mr. Eanes dis- 
solved parliament mid-way thr- 
ough its normal four-year term 
after the collapse of Mr. Soares’ 
coalition with the Social Dem- 
ocrats in June. 

For Mr. Soares, the presidency 
would be a fitting culmination of a 
long political career which began 
in opposition, then exile, during 
foe right-wing dictatorship ove- v 
rthrown in W4. 


After His return he played a 
leading role in Portugal's dec- 
olonisation process and set Por- 
tugal on foe road to European 
Community membership. 

His election would crown these 
achievements at the time of entiy 
to the community and allow him to 
play an important above-party 
role, at a crucial time, as arbitrator 
and elder statesman in Portugal's 
traditionally tortuous political 
scene. 

It was a quarrel with his Social 
Democratic partners over the pre- 
sidential issue which helped bring 
about foe collapse of the ruling 
coalition. 

Differences over economic and 
agricultural policies also played a 
part, and the parliamentary ele- 
ctions could provide an important 
pointer to the way foe presidential 
race might go. 

The Socialists, and thus Mr. 
Soares, could suffer from foe unp- 
opularity of tough austerity mea- 
sures over foe past two years. On 
foe other hand. Social Democratic 
infighting and vacillation — .they 
have still to decade on a pre- 
sidential choice — could help foe 
outgoing prime minister. 

Though Mr. Soares is often pla- 
ced behind Mrs. Pintasilgo and 
Mr. Freitas do Amar al in public 
opinion polls, foe backing he has 
received from many of Portugal's 
notables is bound to stand him in 
good stead. 

After the Socialist convention 


on Saturday, party militants and 
their families and friends will hold 
a big rally in Lisbon’s bull-ring as a 
foretaste of foe parliamentary ele- 
ction campaign, which opens for- 
mally on SepL 15. 

The Socialists have already 
named Antonio Almeida Santos. 
59-year-old minister of state in- 
foe outgoing government, as the 
man they want to succeed soares 
as prune minister if foe party rep- 
eats its electoral victory of 1983. 

Mr. A Imeida Santos has already 
hinted that his style of government 
would mean a drastic cut in the 
number of ministeis and more 
emphasis on youth and foe role of 
women. 

Unlike the peripatetic Soares — 
who has roamed foe world as for- 
eign minister, prime minister and 
a vice-president of foe Socialist 
International — Mr. Almeida 
Santos says he wOl not be an ext- 
' ensive traveller outside or inside 
foe country. 

The Social Democrats and foe 
right-wing Christian Democrats, 
partners in a previous coalition, 
have been bolding talks on foe 
possibility of an electoral alliance 
to crush the Socialists. 

So for. tough terms by new Soc- 
ial Democratic leader Anibai 
Cavaco Silva, including foe pre- 
miership for bis party if it wins the 
election, have made a deal unl- 
ikely. But it is still more than two 
months to foe vote. 


South Korea cracks down on student movement

SEOUL — The South Korean 
government has abandoned its 
experiment of dealing moderately 
with radical students and has war- 
ned that stem measures will be 
taken against them for all anti- 
state and anti-social acts. 

Foreign diplomats here said 
moderates in President Chun Doo 
Hwan’s cabinet bad lost out to 
hardliners eager to instigate a cra- 
ckdown against a recent spate of 
anti-government demonstrations 
and illegal strikes. 

“Some of us are disappointed. 
There appears to have been a def- 
inite change in policy. The har- 
dliners are back.” one diplomat 
said. 

In 1983 foe government emb- 
arked on a new softer line towards 
its persistent student critics who 
accuse Mr. Chun, a former army 
general, of running a dictatorship. 

Police were ordered off cam- 
puses. hundreds of student det- 
ainees were freed and students 
were allowed to form their own 


organisations in what Western^ 
diplomats welcomed as a new 
moderation and gradual dev- 
elopment of democratic pro- 
cesses. 

But that changed when more 
than 70 students from several 
Seoul universities seized foe US. 
Information Service Office in foe 
capital last May and occupied it 
for four days demanding that 
Washington should withdraw its 
support for Mr. Chun. 

The sit-in won foe students 
wo rid -wide publicity, especially 
on American television. 

TheU.S. embassy negotiated an 
end to the occupation and its was 
implicit that American officials 
hoped foe students would not be 
dealt with too harshly. 

But the Seoul government cau- 
sed surprise last week when it arr- 
ested 56 students who it said were 
key members of a pro- Communist 
organisation called foe “Sammin 
Straggle Committee. 

Prosecutors accused 13 of foe 
students of violating foe national 
security law, which is aimed at 


protecting foe country from sub- 
version and carries a maximum 
penalty of death. 

The prosecutors indicated that 
they might call for prison sen- 
tences of up to seven years. - 

. South Korea’s two leading dis- 
sidents, Kim Dac-Jung and Kim 
Young-Sam, Tuesday denounced 
foe tough government action as 
“unjust persecution”. 

The two said in a statement: 
“We have urged foe government 
to be repentant in its unjust and 
ruthless persecution against stu- 
dent and labour movements which 
are aimed at restoring democracy 
in the country.” 

But officiate have expressed 
concern at the number of anti- 
govern ment student dem- 
onstrations this year — more than 
1.200 in-the first six months. 

They also deplored a new all- 
iance between students and wor- 
kers in which some former Stu- 
dents concealed their educational 
qualifications and took assembly- 
line factory jobs in order to org- 
anise strikes. 


Officials attending a special 
security meeting in Seoul T nesday 
said foe government’s former pol- 
icy of “openness, and a series of 
conciliatory measures have been 
somewhat misconceived by some 
people as a sign of retreat from its 
goat of establishing soda] dis- 
cipline”. 

They said foe government 
would launch a campaign to help 
people keep social order, esp- 
ecially in view of foe International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) general 
meeting toeing held in Seoul next 
October, the Asian Games being 
held here next year said foe Oly- 
mpics, also in- Seoul, in 1988. 

The South Koreah economy has 
shown signs of slowing down so far 
this year with exports down and its 
targetted Gross National Product 
(GNP) for 1985 reduced from 7.5 
to six to seven per cent. 

Government and business lea- 
ders-say they are keen that dem- 
onstrations and labour unrest — 
strikes are banned — should be 
kept to a minimum so they do not 
affect the economy. 


NAAA obtains release 
of documents necessary 
for Bryen investigation

THE NATIONAL Association of 
Arab- Americans (NAAA) has 
won a s ig nificant legal battle in the 
search for foe truth about foe Ste- 
phen Bryen espionage inv- 
estigation in 1978-79 by foe Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
and US Justice Department. 

On Feb. 20, NAAA's five-year 
legal effort bore fruit when a US. 
oourt ruled in its favour in a Fre- 
edom of Information Act lawsuit 
and ordered foe Justice Dep- 
artment to release 38 more doc- 
uments from the Bryen inv- 
estigation. The US. District Court 
for foe District of Columbia also 
ordered foe Justice Department to 
submit affidavits better justifying; 
foe withholding of fwo especially 
sensitive, documents. 

The case stems from foe inv- 
estigation of Mr. Bryen for all- 
egedly offering highly classified 
Pentagon documents on Arab 
defence systems to visiting Israeli 
government officials. Bryen was 
then a senior staff member of foe 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. The investigation was eve- 
ntually dropped despite Justice 
Pepartment officials’ rec- 
ommendation that it go before a 
grand jury because “unresolved 
questions thus far ... suggest Bryen 
is: (a) gathering classified inf- 
ormation for the Israelis, (b) act- 
ing as their unregistered agent, 
and (c) lying about it...” 

Bryen today serves in a 
sensitive position in foe Peni 
as Deputy Assistant Secretary of 
Defence for International Sec- 
urity policy. He is in charge of saf- 
eguarding militaril y-sens itiv e high 
technology exports. 

The Justice Department made 
dear that it would appeal foe Feb. 
20 ruling, but foe court’s decision 
made it appear likely that many 
more of foe documents will eve- 
ntually be released. 

The court rejected virtually' all 
of foe Justice Department’s “inv- 
asion of privacy" arguments and 
most of its “confidential source” 
daims, observing that foe privacy 
daims were not “sufficient to 
outweigh foe clear public interest 
in disdosure of information reg- 
arding possible malfeasance by a 
public official.” 

NAAA held a press conference 
on March 8 to announce foe 
court’s decision. Executive Dir- 
ector David Sadd told reporters 
foat foe court’s decision was “an 
affirmation of foe legitimate and 
compelling public interest in Ste- 
phen Bryea’s conduct and his fit- 
ness for service in a terribly sen- 
sitive government position.” The 
fact that Bryen was appointed to a 
Pentagon post requiring high sec- 
urity clearances — while a gov- 
ernment investigation had found 
serious questions about his act- 
ivities — was enough to cause con- 
cern, he said. 

Cherif Sedky of foe law firm of 
Kirkpatrick and Lockhart, which 
represented NAAA in the case, 
explained its legal aspects to rep- 
orters. Running down foe list erf 
documents foat are affected by foe 
order, he gwe some of NAAA’s 
reasons for being interested in 
them and added, “We’ve already 
been advised foat foe government 
intends to appeal this case, so 
we’re not expecting to see any 
documents right away. ■ 

• “They will be filing those two 
affidavits (on foe reasons for wit- 
hholding two major documents) 
and we wmhave an opportunity to 
respond to those affidavits; unless 
we can work something out with 
foe government to settle this mat- 
ter it looks like we’ll all be up m 


foe court of appeals.” In response 
to a reporter's question, be said 
that such an appeal could be exp- 
ected to take between six monte 
and a year. 

The charges against Bryen date 
back to March 9, 1978, when he 
was overheard allegedly offering 
classified information to Israeli 
officiate in foe coffeeshop of foe 
Madison Hotel in Washington. 
D.C. Former NAAA Executive 
Director Michael Saba overheard 
foe exchange and later swore in an 
affidavit foat Bryen offered a doc- 
ument about Saudi air bases to foe 
Israeli defence officials. Dis- 
dosure of such information would 
have been a violation of federal 
espioj^age laws. 

A. few- months after foe Justice 
' Depprfrppnt dropped tfie case. ; 
NAAA requested copies of rel-' 
evant documents, citing foe Fre- 
edom of Information Act Two 
years later foe department res- 
ponded foat it had “lost” all but 
157 out of 600 pages of material 
on foe case. After NAAA filed its 
Freedom of Information Act law- 
suit on April 6, 1983; the doc- 
uments were “found*', as were 
additional documents not pre- 
viously mentioned. The dep- 
artment released several hundred 
'pages of documents to NAAA, 
some of them heavily censored, 
but refused to release 49 doc- 
uments. NAAA pursued foe mat- 
ter, insisting in court foat foe gov- 
ernment either release foe inf- 
ormation or justify its continued 
refusal to do so. 

In its Feb. 20 ruling; foe U.S. 
District Court concluded that, “in 
light of foe long delays already 
experienced by plaintiff (NAAA) 
in this matter, and foe con- 
siderable time already invested by 
both plaintiff and this court in ana- 
lysing foe excised documents and 
foe justifications provided for 
those excisions,” foe department 
should be required to produce all 
or part of 38 of the 49 withheld 
documents. 

The court ordered foe Justice 
Department to produce new aff- 
idavits justifying any further wit- 
hholding of foe two, especially 
sensitive documents. One of these 
sensitive documents is a mem- 
orandum from a Justice Dep- 
artment attorney to a deputy ass- 
istant attorney general reporting a 
telephone call from a source on 
Capitol Hfl] who said foat Bryen 
may have been disclos ing cla- 
ssified information to the gov- 
ernment of Israel for years, and 
foat if three of Bryen's colleagues 
on foe Hill, whom foe source 
named, were interviewed, foe sou- . 
me was “98 per cent sure” foat 
they would verify foe allegations 
against Bryen. 

The other sensitive document is 
a memorandum to the assistant 
attorney general of foe Criminal ' 
Division from foe chief of foe dep- 
artment’s Internal Security Sec- 
tion “urging strongly” foat foe 
department take foe Bryen matter 
before an investigative grand jury. 
The already disclosed portion of 
this memorandum states' that 
“some of the unresolved questions 
thus far ... suggest foat Bryen is (a) 
gathering classified information 
for the Israelis, (b) acting as their 
unregistered agent, and (c) Iying ' 
about it..” ; 

The Justice Department has 
refused to disclose the remaining; 
five pages of this document-foot 
cite foe facts on which fee grand 
jury recommendation was made.

“HE SAID ‘Men, we've got ano- 
ther job to do', so we walked over 
to the cfitdi and we started pushing

‘era, women and children, and 
babies. '.They were begging and 
saying ‘No, no 1 and the mothers 
was .Rugging their children and 
they kept right on firing.”

Ordinary clay tobacco pipes are treasures to historians

WASHINGTON — They were 
homely little objects, never des- 
tined to end up in any fa mil/s hei- 
rloom collection despite their age. 
They were cheap, easily broken, 
quickly used up — one household 
would use about four a week — 
and carelessly thrown away. . 

Bat to archaeologists ana social 
historians out to define how Ame- 
ricans lived in past centuries, esp- 
ecially during foe colonial period, 
day tobacco pipes are worm their 
weight in gold. - 
To Ivor Noel Hume, resident 
archaeologist for the Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg Foundation, foe tob- 
acco pipe “is possibly foe most 
valuable due yet available to foe 
student of historical sites." To 
Alaric Faulkner, an archaeologist 
who has been excavating a 17th- 
century French fort in Maine, 
“there is no artifact foat gives us 
more information." 

To John McGashion, an aut- 
hority on pipes from sites in New 
York state, “foe clay pipe is more 
easily datable than any other art- 
ifact in foe whole historical pile." 

Help fix dates 

The greatest value of finding a 
colonial pipe, as Mr. McCashion 
suggests, is that it can be used to 
fix a fairly precise date on foe site 
where it was found. The shape and 
size of foe bow], the diameter and 
length of foe pipe stem, the way 
the pipe was decorated, the ide- 
ntifying. marks put on the pipe by 
its maker — all are clues to help 
the archaeologist identity when, 
where, and by whom the pipe was 
made.. . .. 

Once a site is dated, the arc- 
haeologist can use artifacts such as 
pipes as; in Noel Hume’s words, 
“three-dimensional additions to 
fee pages of history.* 

Tobacco made its first app- 
earance m Europe in France four- 
rag fee 1550s, and in England 
a bout two decades later. The ear- 


fee Styles of American Indians, 
but; they soot began to develop 
fteir own, and pipes made of ord- 


inary white day were common in 
England by 1600. 

Fjoffand soon became a major ‘ 
pipemaking centre, wife busy ind- 
ustries’ is several cities. In some, 
such as Bristol, foe industry, con- 
centrated on manufacturing cheap 
pipes for export to England's 
American colonies. The Net- 
herlands was foe other major exp- 
orter, its pipes turning op on 
Dutch and French colonial sites. 

As tobacco became less of a 
luxury item, bowl sizes became 
larger, so foe size of foe bowl bec- 
omes a useful tool in dating a pipe. 
In addition, technological imp- 
rovements led to a gradual decline 
in foe size of foe holes of English 
pipestems up to the time or foe 
American Revolution — another 
useful dating indicator. 

English pipemakers began to 
organise into guilds in foe early 
I7fo century, and registered foe 
distinctive marks they would pat 
on foe pipe: perhaps foeir initials, 
their names, or a design. 

Initials tefl much 

Students of clay pipes, such as 
Adrian Oswald, and Englishman 
who has been assembling data on 
pipes since 1948 and who com- 
piled a list of nearly 6,000 
“maker’s marks” a decade ago, 
can look at the initials “LE” on a 
particular pipe and know imm- 
ediately that it was made by Llu- 
ellin Evans, a Bristol piperaaker 
who worked between 1661 and 
1688. So a newly found Evans 
pipe tells foe archaeologist foat it 
must have been discarded som- 
etime after 1661. 

Such detailed attention to day 
pipes stands in marked contrast to ' 
fee casual attitude foat most smo- 
kers had toward them. For one 
filing, they were extremely cheap: 
A dozen English pipes cost from 
two to. three pence in 1600, about 
half feat by 1700.

Byron Sudbury, a Ponca City, 
Okla.. authority on American- 
made pipes, says foat a pipe’s very 
commonness is foe reason arc- 
haeologists can find h today. 

“If it had been worth som- 
ething, people would have saved 
it,” he notes. “The fact foat it had 
no value is why U was thrown 
away.” 

Pipe making in America began 
soon after permanent colonies 
were established on this continent 
One researcher discovered foe 
remains of’ terra cotta pipes on 
early 17th-century settlements tn 
what is now Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, and concluded that, if col- 
onists could not obtain foe 


better-made white day pipes from 
file mother country, they would 
make their own. 

As Americans moved west, they 
took their toba coo-smolting habits 
with them. Michael Pfeiffer, an 
Idaho-based archaeologist and 
pipe specialist, has been tracking 
economic patterns of 19th- 
century fur traders of the Pacific 
Northwest, in part by foe kinds of’ 
ppes that turn up on their set- 
tlements. 

“For about 25 years beginning 
about J821, foe Hudsoa’s Bay 
Conpany had an economic mon- 
opoly in the Pacific Northwest, 
and there are certain kinds of 
pipes that, when we find them, we 


know foe people who used them 
were employed by or traded with 
foe Hudson’s Bay Company”, Mr. 
Pfeiffer says. 

Pipes show habits 

“On the other hand, pipes tell 
you something about a people’s 
cultural habits. If you’re exc- 
avating a Spanish -penod mission, 
you probably will find little in the 
way of pipes, because in Spanish 
culture, cigars and cigarillos were 
foe most popular methods erf tak- 
ing tobacco. On French sites, you 
might find a few. but not as many 
as on English sftes, because there 
were a lotof French snuff-takers." 

By foe late 19fo century, pip- 


emakers had learned to make 
longer-lasting briars and mee- 
rschaums, dooming day pipes, 
although some continued to be 
made here and abroad until World 
War H. 

One of the things foat fascinates 
most pipe researchers is foe pip- 
emaking industry itself and its eff- 
ect on those engaged in it. 

“We usually tend not to record 
common, everyday things like foe 
pens and cigarette lighters we 
use," Mr. Sudbury says. “The 
beauty of a pipe is not in foe pipe, 
but foat it’s foe product of a per- 
son, and it may be all that's left of 
his life’s work" — National Geo- 
graphic feature.

LOS ANGELES — On the out- 
side of a building, a likeness of 
Harold Lloyd, the silent screen 
comedian known for his daredevil 
antics, dings precariously to foe 
hands of a clock coming loose over 
Hollywood Boulevard. 

Inside foe building, the head of 
"The Creaiure from foe Black 
Lagoon" rests close to a coffin 
from “love at first bite". The time 
machine from “Time after Time" 
and a gown Vivien Leigh wore in 
“Gone with foe Wind” are nea- 
rby. 

Just afewstepsfromthewalkof 
fame, a section of pavement imb- 
edded with the names of film stars, 
die Hollywood Museum is u shrine 
to Hollywood's past. 

But. seen by some movie stu- 
dios as a way to make money, foe 
museum has run out of funds just 
16 months after it opened. 

“The museum was supposed to 
be a dream come true. Instead , we 
are left with debts of $250,000 
dollars." foe museum curator. 
John Lebold. told Reuters. 

“We have discovered studios 
are in films just for the money. 
They won’t put anything back into 
the industry." he said. 

But Mr. Lebold said he still 
hoped foe museum could be 
saved. 

He and his partners in the ven- 
ture have filed tinder chapter 1 1 of 
the Bankruptcy Code, a legal 
manoeuvre that trill allow foe 
museum to remain open while a 
court-appointed trustee tries to 
find a way to pay the debts. 

Mr. Lebold said this could buy a 
year of time — long enough, he 
hopes, for foe museum to attract 
new investors. 

Otherwise, foe mannequin of 
Lloyd will come down from its 
perch and the thousands of Hol- 
lywood treasures set out in the 
museum, a former bank building, 
at a cost of $200,000 will gather 
dust. 

Mr. Lebold. 45, said he has 
been collecting fijm costumes 


since he was nine and now had 
5,000. "I always thought there 
would be a museum devoted to 
Hollywood one day.” he said. 

People who pay $5 to visit foe 
museum can see memorabilia inc- 
luding a $40,000 beaded dress 
made for Joan Crawford in "The 
Bride Wore Red” in 1937, old 
film posters. ShirleyTemple dolls 
and a turban piled high with art- 
ificial fruit worn by Carmen Mir- 
anda. 

A dress worn by Judy Garland 
in “The Wizard of Oz” competes 
with Charles Chaplin's uniform in 
“The Great Dictator” and a mat- 
ador costume of Rudolph Val- 
entino. 

There are also costumes worn 
by Rex Harrison and Irene Dunne 
in “Anna and the King of Siam”, 
later to become the musical “The 
King and I." 

Mr. Lebold said studios were 
considering throwing out some of 
the items on display. "When we 
showed interest in the items, some 
studios charged us rent for them.” 
he said. 

Museum officials estimated 
studio-owned props cost the mus- 
eum $5,000 a month. 

" We spent S 1 ,800 restoring foe 
time machine ," Mr. Lebold said. 
“The studio didn't want it. Now 
the studio is charging us rent for 
fee prop.” 

The museum opened three 
months before the Los Angeles 
Summer Olympic Games began 
last year. But foe big crowds exp- 
ected from overseas tor foe ga mes 
did not show up. Tourists and local 
enthusiasts visit foe museum 
today. 

Coaches stop near foe museum 
to lake people on studio tours and 
street sellers stand along Hol- 
lywood Boulevard offering maps 
pointing out film suns’ homes. 

A hundred yards ( metres) down 
fee street, tourists photograph 
footprints and handprints of foe 
stars in the courtyard of Mann’s 
Chinese Theatre, the cinema foat 
opened in 1927 for foe premiere 
of Cecil B. Demille's “King of 
Kiniis.”

MEXICO CITY (R) — Mexico 
devalued (be peso and introduced 
sweeping measures to slim its bur- 
eaucracy and modernise trade 
Thursday in a bid to stop the dec- 
lare of its oil -dominated economy. 

the package was designed to 
halt what Finance Minister Jesus 
Silva Herzog called the vicious cir- 
cle of falling productivity and ind- 
ustrial competitiveness in Mexico. 

Major government posts have 
been abolished and new import 
tariffs introduced in place of an 
archaic and corruption-riddled 
system of import permits. 

The worlds fourth -biggest ofl 
exporter has seen export revenues 
failin g fast in recent months as the 
international market slackened 
while inflation and government 
spending rose. 

Independent analysts said lack 
of confidence in President Miguel 
De La Madrid's political ability to 
make major economic changes led 


to a renewal of the flow of funds 
abroad which marked the start of 
foe 1982 liquidity crisis and the 
Latin American debt bomb. 

The peso has been in a tailspin 
at its free or tourist rate for several 
weeks as nervous investors rushed 
to buy dollars and Thursday's 
devaluation of the more important 
controlled rate was designed to 
dose the gap between tbe two. 

The free rate is trading at aro- 
und 400 to the dollar from just 
245 two weeks ago. 

Tbe controlled peso will be 
279.49/279.83 against the U.S. 
dollar from Thursday compared 
with 232.74/232.94 Wednesday a 
devaluation of 16.74 per cent. 

Tbe controlled rate accounts for 
some 80 per cent of Mexico's for- 
eign dealings, including its most 
important tr ansa ctions like ess- 
ential imports and repayments on 
its $97 billion debt. 

Exporters are also required to 


exchange the dollars they earn at 
the controlled rate. But with such 
a wide gap foe temptation to wit- 
hhold them and cadi in at foe free 
rate had become a major problem, 
according to industrial sources. 

Mr. Silva Herzog told repo nets 
foe devaluation would also help 
restore foe competitiveness of 
Mexican exports. 

To keep the controlled peso at a 
realistic rate, foe government will, 
from Aug. 5, start a new system of 
adjusting it regularly against foe 
dollar, he said. 

Planning and Budget Secretary 
Carlos Salinas De Gortari also 
announced a series of belt- 
tightening measures Thursday, 
abolishing government posts and 
cutting expenses in an effort to 
reduce foe level of official spe- 
nding. 

Among them area 10 percent 
presidential pay cut and a freeze 
on ministers’ wages. 


GENEVA (R) — OPEC ministers have shaved the 
price of some erode oils, but postponed the tough 
question of how to deal with perststently-weak dem- 
and until a special meeting in October. 


White House alters forecast 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
White House has cut its forecast 
forU^. economic growth in 1985, 
signalling a rise in the $230 billion 
budget deficit projected for foe 
1986 fiscal year, a Reagan adm- 
inistration official said Thursday. 

The official, who asked not to 
be identified, said foe adm- 
inistration now believes the eco- 
nomy will grow about three per 
cent this year, not 3.9 per cent as 
previously estimated. 

Slower growth means lower 
government tax revenues and "a 
very great impact’ ’ on foe deficit in 
198o, foe official added. 

There would be litde impact on 
foe deficit in foe current 1985 fis- 
cal (tax) year. But the shortfall for 
foe fiscal year 1986 beginning on 
OcL. 1,1985 could be increased by 
between $10 and $20 billion. 

The revised economic forecasts 
would be made public in late Aug- 
ust as part of foe regular mid-year 
budget update. They have been 
widely eroected due to foe wea- 
kness of foe economy in foe first 
six months of 1985, but were lik- 
ely to- intensify pressure on Con- 
gress to agree to a budget-cutting 
package. 


The latest official projection 
s limes the economy will expand 
at a five per cent annual rate in foe 
second half of 1985 — a more opt- 
imistic view than that of most pri- 
vate analysts. 

1 Grand plan' 

Meanwhile, Senate budget neg- 
otiators proposed Thursday a 
“grand plan** to cut massive bud- 
get deficits, including a $5 barrel 
fee on imported ofl. 

President Reagan has opposed 
taxes as a way of solving foe bud- 
get problem, but foe White House 
was “genuinely interested'* in foe 
plan Senate Budget Committee 
Chairman Pete Domeniri said. 

The proposal would raise $25 
billion as part of a $338 billion 
deficit reduction plan over three 
years, Mr. Domenid said. * 

The United States uses 15 mil- 
lion barrles of oil daily, including 
imports of four millio n barrels. 

The new budget plan with the 
oil fee was offered to end foe dea- 
dlock over foe 1986 budget at 
reopened talks with negotiators 
from the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The talks broke 


down last week. 

As foe session opened, Mr. 
Domenid said he met with White 
House chief of Staff Mr. Donald 
Reagan who authorised him to say 
the White House was interested 
and wanted to discuss it more with 
Senate and House leaders. 

House Budget Committee Cha- 
irman William Gray said he wan- 
ted to know if President Reagan 
has now changed his mind on opp- 
osing taxes. He said Congress 
cannot pass a tax bill if Mr. Rea- 
gan threatens a veto. 

As foe meeting adjourned. Mr. 
Domenid said he would try to set 
up a White House meeting with 
congressional leaders and Mr. 
Reagan, who is recuperating from 
cancer surgery. 

The House and Senate neg- 
otiations broke off last week after 
foe Senate rejected as inadequate 
a proposed house budget to cut 
deficits by nearly $273 billion over 
force years. 

Senate Republican leader Mr. 
Bob Dole called foe new Senate 
budget package a “grand plan" 
needed to cut defidts that are exp- 
ected to continue above $200 bil- 
lion a year. 


The ministers concluded an acr- 
imonious four-day conference 
Thursday with a split 10-3 maj- 
ority agreement for modest cuts in 
foe price of the so-called heavy 
and medium-quality crudes, pro-

The cuts left foe prices about $1 
above foe going market rate but 
increased foe chances for sales 
against foe popular light etudes 
produced by other members of foe 
Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OPEC). 

The derision to adjust foe off- 
icial price scale, foe so-called price 
differentials, was opposed fiercely 
by Iran, Algeria, and Libya. But 
foe move was far less dramatic 
than across-the-board cuts dec- 
ided in March 1983 and in January 
this year. 

Oil traders following foe con- 
ference said foe price adjustments 
were meaningless and would have 
little or no effect on foe cost of 
petroleum. 

“The differentials have no bea- 
ring on market practices because 
no one is buying at these levels,” 
Mr. Humphrey Harrison, oil ana- 
lyst for stockbrokers Fielding, 
Newson-Snuth, told Reuters. 

“In a declining market, foe min , 
isters failed to attack foe fun- 
damental problems. You couldn’t 
really expect them to bat it shows 
they have no basis for effective 


cooperation in a declining mar- 
ket,” he added. 

United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
Oil Minister Mana Said At Oteiba 
said OPEC would discuss foe 
fiercely-contested issue of further 
cuts in world supplies to prop up 
prices at a special meeting on Aug. 

3 in Vienna. The next regular 
meeting will be on Dec. 7. 

World demand has withered in 
foe 1980s due to recession in ind- 
ustrial nations and energy con-*’ 
servatiou programmes imp- 
lemented during foe steep oil price 
rises of foe 1970s. 

OPEC production fell 50 per 
cent in recent years to about 14 
million barrels per day (b/dl. well 
below the 16 million b/d pro- 
duction ceiling imposed in a pre- 
vious effort to limit supplies. 

The problem has been com- 
pounded for foe cartel founded in 
1 960 by the emergence of a num- 
ber of non-OPEC producers, such' 
as Mexico, Britain. Norway, and 
Egypt, which have taken an inc- 
reasing share of foe world market 

OPEC conference president 
Dr. Subzoto. the Indonesian oil 
minister, told reporters non- 
OPEC countries were producing 
almost 18 million b/d and had dri- 
ven down OPEC market share to 
about a third in 1984. compared 
with a half in 1979. 

OPEC has struggled in vain to 
find a way to counter the steady 


slide from its hey-day in power in 
foe 1970s but foe ofl market rem- 
ains governed by a simple reality: 
Supply far exceeds demand. 

The ministers have held six con- 
ferences in foe past year and num- 
erous gatherings of various com- 
mittees and councils but none has 
checked a steady erosion of prices. 

The ministers decided quickly 
on foe opening day to avoid a pot- 
entially disastrous confrontation 
over cutting their production cei- 
ling or haggling over agreed ind- 
ividual production quotas. 

They confined themselves to 
foe modest adjustments, under 
heavy pressure from Saudi Ara- 
bian Oil Minister Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani, and discussion on enf- 
orcing discipline among members. 
The average OPEC price fell 14 
cents but main price reference, 
Saudi light, remained unchanged 
at $28 a barrel. 

Ministers appea red to back She- 
ikh Yamani in hoping that the bui- 
lding of oil stocks before winter 
weather in the northern industrial 
countries would increase demand 
and right foe market without 
OPEC being forced to ta&e any 
major decisions. 

Sheikh Yamani told reporters j 
on Monday fo at he expected “very 
dear" improvement in the market 
in foe coming month or two, ena-j' 
bling foe 16 million b/d pro- 
duction ceiling to be maintained. 

Not all ministers were con- 
vinced and Dr. Oteiba told rep- 
orters throughout the meeting 
that controlling production to 
maintain prices remained the fun- 
damental power of OPEC.

The discovery of wine con- 
taining up to 48 grammes of 
d iethylene-gtyoormarked foe hig- 
hest toxic level so far. 

A Vienna emergency poison 
centre spokeswoman said 40 to 50 
grammes per litre of foe chemical 
could kill an adult 

Diefoylene-glycol, used to swe- 
eten foe wines, can cause unc- 
onsciousness and damage to foe 
central nervous system, foe brain, 
kidneys and liver, experts say. 

The health ministry added five 
more wines Thursday to a danger 
list issued nr Wednesday now tot- 
alling 141. It repeated a warning 
that these wines should not be 
drunk.

developing countries. The present 
institutional framework both in 
international trade and int- 
ernational finance has been ina- 
dequate to resolve their problems 
and they need to be addressed dir- 
ectly by inter-govemmen tal act- 
ion. he added. 

“Financial flows to developing 
countries have been declining.’' 
Mr. Gandhi said, adding that the 
monetary system seemed unable 
to promise stable exchange rates. 

He accused foe richer countries 
of propping up inefficient sectors 
of their economies, citing textiles 
as one example. 

- He blamed colooiat policies for 
breaking trade links with dose 
neighbours and urged Third 


World leaders to codpferate in 
seeking a reform of foe world eco- 
nomic system. 

“Our objective must be to press

Reagan’s request for 
chemical weapons, rebel 
aid cleared for final vote 


WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan’s requests 
for resumption of U.S. chemical weapons pro- 
duction and renewed American aid to the anti- 
government rebels in Nicaragua have been cleared 
for final votes in Congress next week. 


The president won the victories 
in House-Senate compromises on 
a $302 .5-bQlkm defence bill Thu- 
rsday night and a $12.7 -billion 
foreign aid bill early Friday. 

The bills now go back to die 
House of Representatives and 
Senate for near certain final app- 
roval by Congress. 

The defence bill would allow 
Mr. Reagan to order renewed 
production of chemical weapons 
unless Western allies joined tog- 
ether to oppose it 

The bill also would cut Mr. 
Reagan's programme for 100 MX 
nuclear missiles in half, allowing 
only 50. 

It would provide $2.75 billion 
for Mr. Reagan’s Strategic Def- 
ence Initiative (SDI), known as 
“Star Wars” and covering res- 
earch on a space-based defence 
against nuclear attack. Mr. Rea- 
gan had requested $3.7 billion. 

The foreign aid bOl includes $27 
million in non -lethal aid to Nic- 
araguan rebels trying to ove- 
rthrow the San dins ta regime, the 


first U.S. help since Congress cut 
off military aid to the rebels more 
than a year ago. 

Congress decided on the cut-off 
after disclosure that the Central 
Intelligence Agency (QA V ) had 
mined Nicaraguan harbours. The 
bill prohibits the CIA from fun- 
nelling the new support to rebels. 

Mr. Reagan originally wanted 
renewal of military aid but in a 
compromise asked at least for 
non-lethal support 

The bill also indudes $10 mil- 
lion in military aid for Guatemala 
but only after a civilian gov- 
ernment takes office after ele- 
ctions scheduled for October. 

The bQI includes $70 million in 
military help and 1 10 million .in 
economic aid for the Philippines. 
Mr. Reagan bad asked for f 00 mil- 
lion in military backing and Dem- 
ocrats said the cut was a signal that 
Congress wanted safeguards aga- 
inst abuses by military forces in 
foe Philippines. 

The Defence BOl agreement 
was readied after two weeks of 


dosed door sessions in which neg- 
otiators tried to resolve J >200 dif- 
ferences between the bill passed 
by the Senate, controlled by Pre- 
sident Reagan's Republicans, and 
that approved by the House of 
Representatives. 

The House, which has thwarted 
President Reagan’s push to res- 
ume production weiy year since 
he first sought approval in 1981, 
may take a separate vote next 
week mi die chemical weapons 
compromise, which is expected to 
face considerable opposition. 

The compromise greatly wea- 
kens an important condition pla- 
ced on chemical weapons pro- 
duction by the House that nerve 
gas opponents believed would 
mak e it difficult if not impossible 
id resume production. 

Warren Nelson, a spokesman 
for the House Aimed Services 
Committee, said the compromise 
“would require European agr- 
eement but not a specif ic vote” by 
NATO allies before production 
was resumed. 

The compromise language was 
deliberately “left very vague” so 
that OS. allies would not feel pre- 
ssured to have a vote and give die 
political opposition in various 
countries to chemical weapons a 
chance to mobilise, he said. 


N. Zealand criticised for nuclear stand 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con- 
servative political leaders meeting 
here from around die worid cri- 
ticised New Zealand’s ban on port 
visits by nuclear-armed warships 
as a policy with “serious con- 
sequences tor Western security.” 
A communique adopted at the 
second biennial party leaders con- 
ference of IDU, the International 
Democrat Union, said those rep- 
resenting countries belonging to 
NATO and ANZUS, the North 
Atlantic and Australia-New 
Zealand-United States security 
alliances, expressed “grave dis- 
quiet over the reneging on security 
obligations by members of 
ANZUS, in particular, the New 
Zealand government’s decision to 


refuse entry to vessels with nuc- 
lear capabilities.” 

. The communique said the sland 
of New Zealand’s Labour Party 
government was opposed by the 


Australian Liberal Party and the 
New Zealand National Party, rep- 
resented at IDU. 

The conservative communique 
also said the conference noted 
‘“with great regret, the gradual 
erosion of democratic freedoms in 
Malta over the last few years” and 
condemned the government's all- 
eged “increasing harassment of 
the Maltese Nationalist Party,” 
which is an associate member of 
IDU. 

Finland's IDU member parly. 


the opposition Kansalli En Kok- 
oomus, dissented on the criticism 
of New Zealand and on other 
East-West security issues, dec- 
laring dial it “reserves its pos- 
ition.- due to the policy of Finnish 
neutrality and cm the basis of nat- 
ional experience.” 

The communique’s declaration 
on East- West issues also criticised 
peace movements that con- 
centrate on a “need to disarm the 
’West’s nuclear defences” and 
condemned “Soviet occupation 
and Subjugation of Afghanistan as 
a gross violation of international 
law and h uman r^its.” It voiced 
“solidarity” with the brave Afg- 
han freedom fighters.”

PARIS (R) — Film star Rock 
Hudson is suffering from die dis- 
ease AIDS in a Paris hospital but 
is looking forward to going home 
to the United States, according to 
his spokeswoman in the French 
capital. 

And in Los Angeles, Hudson's 
agent Dale Olson said the star was 
lucid and feeling mudi better than 
he was a few days ago. 

He seemed to be in better spi- 
rits, Olson said, and “to be imp- 
roving daily from a visible sta- 
ndpoint.” 

Hudson, 59, was admitted to 
the exclusive American hospital in 
western Paris on Sunday. 

At first his agent said he had 
inoperable liver cancer but on 
Thursday a statement ended days 
of press speculation by confirming 


he was suffering from Acquired 
I mmune Deficiency Syndrome 
(AIDS), first diagnosed in the 
U.S. a year ago. 

AIDS leaves the body def- 
enceless agamst various diseases 
and scientists have so far failed to 
find a cure. 

Hudson’s Paris spokeswoman. 
Yanou Gollart, said his condition 
was improving daily and be was 
looking forward to returning 
home, though it was not known 
when he would leave. 

Doctors did tests on the actor 
and Gotlarisaid he had a problem 
with his liver which was not con- 
nected with AIDS. 

But she could notsay whether it 
was cancer until the result of the 
tests were revealed.

WELLINGTON (R) — New Zea- 
land police Friday night issued 
warrants for the arrest of three 
French men over the sabotage of 
(he protest ship Rainbow Warrior 
and the death of the ship’s pho- 
tographer. 

A police spokesman told Reu- 
tei5 the three crewmen cm the cha- 
rter yacht Ouvfa were wanted in 
connection with planting die exp- 
losives which sunk the Gre- 
enpeace protest ship in Auckland 
and on July 10 and over the mur- 
der of photographer Fernando 
Pereira who died in the blasts. 

The Yacht, which reported that 
it was leaving New Zealand on 
July 9, is somewhere in die South 
Pacific. It has not been seen since 
it left the tiny Australian territory 
of Norfolk Island midway bet- 
ween New Zealand and die 
French colony of New Caledonia. 

The three men have not been 
named. Police said a fourth mem- 
ber of the yacht’s crew who had 
left (he ketch at Norfolk Island 
was not the subject of die formal 
charges filed Friday. 

The chaises. are die same as 
hose faced in Auckland by a man 
and a woman ending themselves 
Alain and Sophie Twenge who 
are travelling on Swiss passports 
which officials in Berne say are 
false. 

Police Spokesman Trevor 
Tozer said the latest warrants 
were issued after New Zealand 
detectives had reported back from 
New Caledonia where die yacht 
was originally chartered. 

He said die three detectives 
from the 100-man squad probing 
the sabotage of the protest ship 
would stay on in the capital Nou- 
mea to help French authorities try 
to locate the men. 

The French Navy is searching 
the New Caledonia area but die 
Ouvea has not been seen or heard 
from for several days. 

The last radio contact put it a 
few hours from Noumea but off- 
icials said they believe the crew 
reported a false position. 

Earlier police said they had 
asked Interpol to help trace a Fre- 
nchwoman thought to have spied 
on New Zealand organisers for the 
Greenpeace environmental group 
two months ago. 

She was linked to the ship sab-, 
stage after detectives who sea- 
rched the Ouvea at Norfolk Island 
found an Auckland address wri- 
tten on a map.

U.N. defers action on S. Africa 


UNTIED NATIONS (R) — The 
U.N. Security Council was to 
mate a new effort to reach agr- 
eement on a French proposal for 
economic sanctions against Saudi 
Africa. 

The Council deferred a decision 
early Friday after the non- 
aligned nations demanded a tou- 
gher response to Pretoria’s imp- 
osition of a state of emergency in 
areas hit by black unrest. 

More than four hours of private 
discussions among the merrhers 
foiled to produce agreement on a 
resolution. 

Diplomats said the non- 
aligned states were not satisfied 
with he French proposal, which 
called for the lifting of the eme- 
rgency, imposed last Saturday, 
and voluntary economic measures 
to back up dtatdemand, in chiding 
a halt to new investment in the 
country.^ 

The non-aligned nations sou- 
^tttheCoundTsoondemoationof 
‘the policy of constructive eng- 
agement, pursued by tbe Reagan 
administration, “and other forms 
of collaboration with the apa- 
rtheid regime", according to a text 
they circulated. 

This seemed likely to result in a

egates told foe Council Thursday 
that they objected even to the vol- 
untary measures proposed by 
France, which initiated the Cou- 
ncil session. 

In a further threat to kiD the 
French plan, the non-aligned sta- 
tes said the Council should warn 
South Africa that failure to dis- 
mantle the apartheid system 
would compel the world body to 
consider mandatory actidn under 
the U.N. charter. 

Washington and London have 
repeatedly balked at the int- 
roduction of mandatory measures 
beyond an arms embargo- adopted 
in 1977. \ 

When the Council resumed its 
interrupted meeting after mid- 
night, French Ambassador Qaude 
de Kemoularia asked for a vote on 
his draft resolution, unamended. 

Leandro Bassole of Burkina 
Faso, formerly Upper Volta, rep- 
lied that, bearing in mind a con- 
tinuing bid to reach accord, the 
Council would do better to defer 
action. This was agreed on without 
debate. 

Meanwhile South African pol- 
ice said Frjklay that security forces' 


were holding 8*91 people under 
sweeping emergency powers and 
the country’s currency plunged in 
value on (he foreign exchange 
market. Police headquarters said 
99 of the detainees had been sei- 
zed in security sweeps over the 
past 24 hours under emergency 
powers imposed on Sunday. The 
move followed 17 months of unr- 
est in which more than 500 people 
died. 

Protests, which have resulted in 
1 6 deaths since Sunday, continued 
overnight with petrol bomb att- 
acks and stoning incidents, police 
said. 

The rand plunged by three U.S. 
cents in 20 minutes when the local 
exchange market opened, tou- 
ching a low of 47 US. cents from 
50 cents when trading ended Thu- 
rsday night. 

Dealers said the currency later 
picked up to around 49 cents, par- 
tly because of support from the 
Reserve (central) Bank, which 
bought rand and sold dollars. 

The rand slide was triggered by 
■foreign investors selling some of 
their shares on the Johannesburg 
Stock Exchange Thursday amid 
fears for the political stability of 
tire country, the dealers said. 


Rail blast 
kills 61 
in Burma 

RANGOON (R) —A rebel bomb 
attack on a passenger train which 
killed 61 people and wounded 112 
is a stars reminder of Burma’s 
long-s tanding insurgency pro- 
blem. 

None of about a dozen ethnic 
rebel groups operating in the cou- 
ntry has so far claimed res- 
ponsibility for the blast last Wed- 
nesday. 

But informed sources said they 
believed the attack was the work 
of tire separatist Karen National 
Union (l&JU). 

The KNU has been in armed 
rebellion against the central gov- 
ernment since 1947 and is known 
for sabotaging transport and 
communications lines. 

Government officials blamed 
Karen guerrillas for an attack on a 
train in suburban Rangoon last 
January which killed six people 
and injured four. 

Railway authorities said Friday 
a lan dmine placed under the 
tracks on the main line between 
Rangoon and Mandalay was so 
powerful it blew up tire engine and 
six coaches. 

“Hell broke loose on tbe train 
as tiie tracks exploded, with car- 
riages crashing after the derailed 
locomotive. People and things 
flew in what seemed an abyssmal 
confusion and darkness.” an eld- 
erly survivor said. 

The train attack followed war- 
nings by government officials of 
possible rebel sabotage on urban 
centres and transport in ret- 
aliation for army offensives. 

Authorities said the explosion 
occurred between two small sta- 
tions 235 kilo metres north of 
Rangoon. Tbe diesel mail train 
had left Rangoon seven horns ear- 
lier for Mandalay in the central 
plains. 

Tourism officials said no for- 
eigners were aboard tbe train. 

Railway authorities said the 
more serious among the injured 
were brought to Rangoon for tre- 
atment. Squads of workers were 
sent to dear the wreckage and 
repair the trades. 


U.S., Soviets 
conduct 
nuclear tests 

WASHINGTON (R) — The two 
super-powers have detonated 
underground nuclear explosions 
at their test sites. 

In Washington, an Energy 
Department spokesman said the 
U.S. had set off its blast at its Nev- 
ada test site, with a yield the equ- 
ivalent of between 20,000 and 
150,000 tons of TNT. 

In Stockholm, the Swedish Def- 
ence Ministry reported that the 
Soviets bad detonated a blast at 
their military testing centre in 
Semipalatinsk, Eastern Kaz- 
akhstan. 

The explosion registered 5 J on\ 
the Richter scale, the rrimistxyV 
observatory said in a statement 

It was the seventh in the Soviet 
Union registered tins year. 


Rescuers find 
no survivors 
in Colombian 
DC-6 crash 

BOGOTA (R) — Rescuers have 
reached the wreckage of a Col- 
ombian Air ForceDC-6 which 
crashed with 79 people on board 
but found no survivors,' the Def- 
ence Ministry said. 

The aircraft crashed Wed- 
nesday in dense Amazon jungle 
about 1,200 kilometres south of 
Bogota near the border with Bra- 
zil and Peru. 

A ministry spokesman said res- 
cuers were malting a clearing so 
the bodies could be removed. 

The plane was part of an eme- 
rgency fleet set up by civil aviation 
authorities after pilots of the nat- 
ional airline Avianca went on str- 
ike.

U.S., Mexico disagree over Nicaragua 


MEXICO CITY (R) — The Uni- 
ted States and Mnrioo apparently 
failed to agree an howto end con- 
flict in Central America during 
talks between Secretary of State 
Georee Shultz and Foreign Min- 
ister Bernardo Sepulveda Amor. 

Mr. Shultz told a news con- 
ference Thursday night the talks 
were “candid and frank" — dip- 
lomatic language indicating dis- 
agreement.

Colombia and Venezuela,' said 
last week tbe resumption of U.S. 
talks with Nicaragua was essential 
for peace. Washington broke off 
the talks in January after nine ses- 
sions.

Guadeloupe militants plan more action 


POINTF-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe 
(R) — Militant independence' 
groups on this French Caribbean 
stand said Friday they planned 
further action after 48 hours of 
clashes with police in which shops 
were looted, vehicles burnt and 
roads cut 

The militants, who want one of 
their colleagues released from a 
three-year jail sentence for ass- 
ault, told reporters without giving 
any details that they planned fur- 
ther action until he was freed. 

Although sporadic con- 
frontations were reported late 
Thursday night, police said the 
situation had stabilised after two 
days of clashes during which the 
main town of Fointe-A-Pitre was 
sealed off, police and dem- 
onstrators fought with tear gas and ' 
stones and riot police rei- 


nforcements were flown in. 

Witnesses said that during the 
disturbances a shopping arcade 
was wrecked and boutiques loo- 
ted. 

They said some rioters had tried 
to break into a jewellery and gun- 
smith shop with a bulldozer. New 
' cars stolen from a showroom were 
set on fire. 

The incidents took (dace against 
tiie background of a general strike 
called to secure the release of 
Geoige Faisans, a black teacher 
• imprisoned for assaulting a white 
colleague with a machete. 

Faisans, a member of the Mou- 
vement Populaire pour la Gua- 
deloupe Indepeadente (MPGI), 
one of the island’s main ind- 
ependence groups, has been on 
hunger strike since June 3. He is 
now in Fresnes Preon. near Paris. 


His supporters said Faisans ass- 
aulted the white readier because 
he had struck a blade pupO and 
made racist remarks. 

At one stage during the con- 
frontation police used a helicopter 
to drop tear gas on demonstrators 
after talks between local officials 
and strike leaders broke down. 

By Friday mommg. most of tiie 
barricades had been cleared by 
police, although tiie bridge bet- 
ween the two main islands of 
Basse Terre and Grande Terre 
was still partly blocked. 

notice said access to tiie mam 
town was stin difficult and advised 
people to stay at home. 

The independence groups said 
Pointe-A-Pitre was a dead town, 
with shops and offices dosed and 
few people on tiie streets. Police 
.made seven arrests. 


Brisbane police overpower helicopter hijacker 


BRISBANE (R) — Police Friday 
overpowered a g unman who was 
holding two of his children hos- 
tage and threatening to blow up a 
fuel tanker at Brisbane Airport, 
where he had landed in a hijacked 
helioopter. 

Police waited until night fell 
shortly after 6 p.tn. to rush the 
man, who was armed with a sho- 
tgun. No one was hurt, they said. 

Theman landed at the airport in 
a hijacked helicopter around 


.mid-day and poured aviation fuel 
froma tanker onto tiie tarmac. He 
then forced his eigfat-year-old -son 
and five-year-old daughter to 
stand dose to the spill. 

Police said the tanker had eno- 
ugh aviation fuel to destroy a Large 
section of tiie terminal buildings. 
The airport was dosed and cor- 
doned off by scores of police and 
firemen. 

They said the gunman chartered 
tiie Bell 206 jet Ranger for four 


hoars at a coastal recreation park 
in Queensland. Soon after take- 
off he told the pilot he had a bomb 
and demanded to fly to a U.S. Air' 
Force base in Japan. 

The pilot landed at Brisbane on

aped after the refuelling tender 
was brought near tiie h eh copter.

Australians convicted on drug charges in Malaysia 


PENANG, Malaysia (R) — Two 
Australians face tiie gallows after 
a Malaysian court convicted them 
Friday of heroin smuggling, but 
the judge deferred formal sen- 
tencing. 

Perth welder Kevin Barlow, 27, 
andBrian Chambers, 28, a builder 
from Sydney, were found guilty by 
the high court in tiie holiday island 
of Penang of trafficking in 180 
grammes of heroin. 

Judge Mohammad Dzaiddin 
Iban Haji Abdullah said after 
announcing tiie verdict 
“I cannot under the present law 
exercise any discretion. There is . 
do alternative but to impose the 
death sentence.” 

But after an appeal for mercy by 
Barlow's defence lawyer the judge 
deferred formal sentencing until 
Aug. 1. . 


Both men were tried under laws 
tightened in 1983 which make the 
death sentence mandatory for 
possession of more than 15 gra- 
mmes of heroin or morphine. 

- Fifty-two people are on death 
rowfor drug offences in Malaysian 
jails. Thirty-one have been han- 
ged since tiie death penalty was 
introduced for drug offences in 
1975.

Barlow’s counsel Kaipal Singh 
asked the judge for permission to 
call two witnesses, including a doc- 
, ror from Melbourne, on Aug. 1 to 
back his plea for merry. 

Mr. Karpal said Barlow was suf- 
fering from a nervous disorder 
when he was arrested with Cha- 
mbers at Penang Airport with a 
suitcase containing the drugs in 
November 1983. 


Chambers' lawyer also made a 
plea for mercy- in the courtroom, 
which was packed with relatives of 
tiie two accused and Western tou- 
rists. Chambers and Barlow are 
the first Westerners to be con- 
victed under tiie amended drug 
laws- 

The judge told Reuters after tiie 
trial he had “tedmically deferred 
the pronouncement of sentence”. 

“Under the new amendment (to 
tiie dangerous drugs act) I have no 
choke but to. impose the death 
sentence ” he said. “It is a man- 
datory penalty and there are no 
two ways about it," he added. 

Meanwhile Australian Foreign . 
Minister Bill Hayden said die due 
process of law had not yet been 
exhausted in the case of two Aus- 
tralians convicted of heroin tra- 
fficking by the Malaysian court. . 


Mr. Hayden said the gov- 
ernment had been following the 
case dosely to make sure the due 
process of law had been observed 
and was satisfied that had been the 
ca^e. 

However all legal avenues had 
not been exhausted, tiie men 
could appeal the conviction and 
tiie Australian government bel- 
ieved the sentence would aut- 
omatically go before Malaysia’s 
pardon board, Mr. Hyden said 
through a spokesman. 

Both processes doidd take as 
long as a year, according to foreign 
affairs officials. 

Government sources said Aus- 
tralia has taken a low profile on 
the case so far so as not to agg- 
ravate Malaysian authorities and 
harden attitudes against the pair.
